“General Conduct Shows Nation and 
Leaders Alive to Issucs and 
in Admirable Unity.” 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—Arnold Ben- 
nett, author and dramatist, contrib- 
utes an article on ‘‘America’”’ to the 
Daily News, in which he says: 

“What surprises me is that we 
think so much about the military im- 
portance of Russia and so little about 
the military potentiality of the Unit- 
ed States.

ATCAMPFUNSTOR 


Men Undergo Medical Examina- 
tion, Take Shower Bath nad 
Get Army Clothes. 


SOME GIVEN OVERALLS 


Plenty of Undergarments and 
Shoes, but a Shortage of 
Regulation Uniforms.

CAMP FUNSTON, Kan., Sept. 20. 
—The two special trains carrying 
1000 St. Louis troops for the national 
army reached here this afternoon 
soon after 1 o’clock with everybody 
well and fairly happy. The men were 
lined up beside the coaches and 
marched through the receiving shed. 
—a, cinder-floored structure 150 fect 
long, divided into narrow lanes. 

At the far end were the officers 
who passed them through. All were 
then hurried to their barracks. Here 
every man disrobed and was exam- 
ined by hospital Sergeants for ty- 
phus: carriers and any body rash 
| which would indicate smallpox or 
other infectious disease. There they 
bade farewell to,their civilian cloth- 
ing for an indefinite period, for, stil! 
disrobed, they passed into the com- 
pany baths, a shower of what was 
said to be particularly cold water. 
Here the first yells went up. 

From the bath they were robed in 
army clothes. There was plenty of 
underwear and socks and each man 
got a pair of trench shoes of a re- 
markably heavy pattern. 

There is not in Camp Funston suf- 
ficient uniforms for the*drafted men. 
Some of the St. Louisans were uni- 
formed, but the majority went into 
overalls. There was a great scarcity 
of leggings. The men then returned 
to their barracks and each received 
one blanket. 

Six thousand men of the new draft 
had reached here up to noon today, 
including thoge from Kansas City and 
from Southwestern Missouri Scar-e- 
iy half an hour elapsed between the 
arrival of special trains and no two 
train loads look alike, although they 
are liberally lettered on the outside, 
usually a greetings to the Kaiser.

Ten minutes after 
the arrival of a train of 600 men 
they have passed through the re- 
ceiving sheds and started to their 
barracks. Each squad is assigned to 
its future brarich of the service be- 
fore arrival.

DOCTOR TELLS OF OPERATION 
ON PRESIDENT CLEVELAND 


Part of Left Jaw and Portion of 
Soft Palate Removed in 1893— 
Was Denicd at Time. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 20.—In an 
article in the current issue of the 
Saturday Evening Post, Dr. W. W. 
Keen, emeritus professor of surgery 
of the Jefferson Medical College of 
this city, reveals for ‘the first time 
the facts connected with the surgi- 
cal operation performed on Presi- 
dent Cleveland July 1, 1893. It will 
be recalled that the publication of 
rumors of such an operation led to 
animated controversy and to ‘offi- 
cial denial from Washington. Dr. 
Keen thus describes the operation: 

“The entire left jaw was removed 
from the first bicuspid tooth to just 
beyond the last molar, and nearly up 
to the middle line. The floor of the 
crbit—the cavity containing the eye 
ball—was not removed, as it had not 
yet been attacked. A small portion 
of the soft palate was removed.” 

A malignant ulcer was the cause 
of the operation which was done en- 
tirely from the inside so no scar was 
left. Later Cleveland was fitted with 
a rubber jaw plate which enables 
him to retain his accustomed voice 
and pronunciation. Some weeks la- 
ter, a second operation was per- 
formed to remove additional tissue 
that was believed to be inflamed.

GERMAN REPLY 10 
POPE ANSWERS 
ENGLISH QUESTION 


Beitaia, Shaping Its Note, Asked 
Vatican to Get Information 
From Berlin. 


WILL INFLUENCE ALLIES 


Central Powers Replied Desired 
Knowledge Was Contained 
in Their Message. 


ROME, Wednesday, Sept. 19.— 
Cardinal Gasparri, the Papal Secre- 
tary of State, tonight deciared to the 
Associated Press that the reply of the 
central Powers to the Pope’s peace 
proposals had not yet been received 
at the Vatican. This is taken to 
prove that the statement recently 


published to the effect that the reply 
had left Berlin Saturday is untrue, 
as otherwise even admitting a delay 
of one day in Switzerland, the docu- 
ment should have arrived in Rome 
Tuesday night or this morning. 

Cardinal Gasparr} believes the re- 
ply of the central Powers was held 
up when Emperor William went to 
Riga and that it is not likely that it 
will reach the. Vatican until next 
week. 

The reply of the entente allies to 
the Pope’s peace proposals must 
necessarily arrive after that of the 
central Powers, because Great Brit- 
ain, before the compilation of the en- 
tente note, asked for some informa- 
tion of the Vatican which in turn ap- 
plied for it to the central Powers, 
which notified the Holy See that the 
explanations asked for would be con- 
tained in their own reply to the papal 
note. On these explanations there- 
fore, the answer of the entente allies. 
or, at least, that of Great Britain. 
will depend.

The fate of that country just now 
is calling forth éxcessive pan-Ger- 
man frothing due to recurrent ru- 
mors that the Government had defi- 
nitely decided to abandon’ all inten- 
tions of permanent control in the 
occupied Belgian territory. 

While these reports are said to 
have basis in the alleged “trial bal- 
loon” sent out by England, they also 
carry earmarks of an obvious artifi- 
cial inspiration for the purpose of 
supporting the annexationists’ can- 
paign. 

Official quarters today were abso- 
lutely noncommunicative on the sub- 
ject of the German answer, other 
than admitting that it will be deliv- 
ered to the papal delegate at Mu- 
nich tomorrow. The impression is 
that the note will leave the subject 
of Belgium in abeyance. This is con- 
sidered wholly in keeping with the 
Pope’s present efforts at mediation 
which, it id pointed out, do not call 
for the specific peace terms of any of 
the belligerents. 

The German attitude on this point 
might tersely be expressed this way: 

Germany considers Belgium too, 
valuable a pawn to be exposed to 
jeopardy through an ill-timed or 
hasty move. 

On the subject of idbdenaliacih ar- 
bitration, the German note, it is be- 
lieved, will express approval of the 
suggestion. However, in view of the 
previous failure of such an interna- 
tional tribunal, it is assumed the 
Pope will come forward with propo- 
sals incorporating a scheme calcu- 
lated virtually to serve as an institu- 
tion of international arbitration. 


London Press Believes Kaiser Is 


Shaping New Peace Scheme. 

LONDON, Sept. 20.—The attempt 
by the German press and officials to 
create an atmosphere for what is 
believed here to be another peace 
maneuver again is given prominence 
in the morning papers, which are of 
the unanimous opinion that there can 
be no peace until Prussian militar- 
ism is crushed. The Daily Mail, un- 
der the caption “The Hun Peace 
Plot,” declares: ‘The true friends 
of peace are the allied armies of the 
Governments which are striving to 
remove the cause of all of this mis- 
ery,, unrest and bloodshed by  de- 
stroying ——- military autoc- 
racy.”

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CRIMES CHARGED TO |. W. W. 


State Federation in Annual Conven- 
tion Reaffirms Loyalty to Nation 
and Scores Lawlessness. _ 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 20.— 
The State Federation of Labor, in 
its annual convention here, yesterda; 
adopted a resolution of loyalty to 
the Govérnment and denounced the 


crimes charged to the I. W. W. The 
resolution was introduced by James 
B. Conroy of St. Louis and was spon- 
sored by President Wood and other 
leaders. It says: : 

“We deplore the misapprehension 
of many persons, well intentioned, 
but misinformed, throughout the 
country, who confuse our organiza- 
tion with the so-called I. W. W., 
and we denounce in positive and un- 
mistakable terms the lawless acts 
and expressions of the members of 
that organization and similar rad- 
icalists and organized bodies of men 
who oppose thé Government of the 
United States in this emergency as 
inimical to the welfare of the na- 
tion and enemies to the interests of 
organized labor. 

“We rejoice that thousands of our 
members have volunteered eagerly 
and other thousands have gone forth 
willingly under selective conscription 
to lay down their lives, if need be, on 
the altar of democracy, to conquer 
an autocracy whose numerous crimes 
include the actual enslavement bv 
the thousands of the workers of its 
subjugated nations.

General Political and Economical 
Situation Works Only in Favor 
of Enemy, He Says. 

ZURICH, Switzerland, Sept. 20.— 
Gen. Baron von Freytag-Loringho- 
ven, chief of the supplementary gen- 
eral staff of the German army, jhas 
published a pamphlet entitled ‘“‘The 
Results of the World War,” in which 
he says: “The general political and 
economical situation of the world 
works only in favor of our enemies 
and the German soldiers will be de- 
frauded of the fruits of their vic- 
tories.’’ 

The General thinks that trench 
warfare was a great mistake, and 
says that only an aggressive attack 
could have brought successes. He 
adds, however, that the German of- 
fensive was not strong enough to 
overthrow the allieb. 

The Post of Munich expresses the 
hope that the reasonableness of the 
General’s utterances will teach the 
pan-Germans “who would fight to 
conquer the whole world with their 
mouths” to estimate correctly the 
limitations of Germany’s military 
power. The Post continues: 

“Our world economic position 
must be changed completely by a 
new administration of our foreign 
policy based on democratic princi- 
ples. Therefore we do not require 
a strong peace against the east and 
the west which would bring us into 


opposition with all the great Pow- 
ers, but a far-sighted and lasting 
peace by agreement.”

Case of Capt. Fryatt. 


Capt. Fryatt, who commanded a 
British merchant ship, was captured 
and taken to the civilian camp at 
Ruhleben. In searching him the 
Germans asserted that he wore a 
watch presented to him for an at- 
tempt to ram a German submarine. 
They, therefore, took Fryatt from 
the Ruhleben camp and sent him to 
Bruges for trial. When I heard of 
this I immediately sent two formal 
notes to the German Foreign Office 
demanding the right to see Fryatt 
and hire counsel to represent him 
and inquiring what sort of counsel 
would be permitted to attend the 
trial and asking for postponement 
of the trial until these matters could 
be arranged. The German Foreign 
Office had informed me that they 
had backed up these requests, and 
I believe them; but the answer of 
the German Admiralty to my notes 
was to cause the trial to proceed the 
merning after the day on which my 
notes were delivered, and to shoot 
Fryatt before noon of the same day. 
’ As to the evidence regarding the 
watch, the British Foreign Office 
learned that when captured Capt. 
Fryatt had neither a watch nor any 
letter to indicate that he had tried 
to ram a submarine! 

This cruel and high-handed out- 
rage caused great indignation in En- 


gland and even in certain circles in 


Germany, and the manner in which 
my request was treated was certainly 
a direct insult to the country which 
I represented. In conversation with 
me Zimmermann and the Chancellor 
and Von Jagow all expressed the 
greatest regret over this incident. 
which shows how little control the 
civilian branch of the Government 
has over the military in time of war. 
Later on, when similar charges were 
made against another British sea 
captain, the Foreign Office—-I think 
through the influence of the Emper- 
or—was able to prevent a recurrence 
of the Fryatt outrage. 

As I have said, many of the camp 
commanders in Germany were men. 
excellent and efficient and _  kind- 
hearted, who did what they could for 
the prisoners. It ‘is a pity that these 
men should bear the odium which 
attaches to Germany because of the 
general bad treatment of prisoners 
of war in the first days of the war 
and because certain commanders of 
prison camps were not fitted for their 
positions. 


Prisoners Hated the Germans. 


The commander at the camp at 
Wittenberg was replaced, but the 
Germans have never acknowledged 
that bad conditions had existed in 
that camp. Shortly before we left 
Germany the War Department 
seemed to gain more control of the 
prisoners-of-war situation, and on 
Jeast One 


if 
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camp commander was permanently 
relieved. If examples had been made 
early in the war of the camp com- 
manders who were not fit for their 
places and of those who had in any 
way mishandled prisoners of war, 
the German people as a whole would 
not have to bear the burden of this 
odium. The many prisoners will re- 
turn to their homes with a deep and 
bitter hatred of all things German. 

The British Government took 4 
great interest in the British prisoners 
in Germany. Nothing was omitted, 
and every suggestion made by me 
was immediately acted on, while 
many most valuable hints were given 
me from London as to prisoners’ af- 
fairs. Their majesties, the King 2:.d 
Queen, showed a deep personal con- 
cern in the wefare of the unfortunate 
British in German hands, and this 
concern never flagged during the pe- 
riod of my stay in Berlin. Lord Reb- 
ert Cecil and Lord Newton were con- 
tinually working for the benefit of 
British prisoners. 

At a time when the British prison- 
ers were without proper clothing, 
overcoats and so on, and I hired a 
warehouse in Berlin as a distributing 
point, but after some months the 
German authorities refused to allow 
me to continue this method of dis- 
tribution. on the ground that it was 
the duty of Germany to provide the 
prisoners with clothes. But Germany 
was not performing this duty and the 
British prisoners had to suffer be- 
cause of this German official wood- 
enheadedness. 

Another Scrap of Paper. 

In the spring of 1916, quite char- 
acteristically, the Germans broke 
their ‘‘treaty’’ concerning visits to 
prisoners and refused to permit us 
to speak to prisoners out of hearing. 
Von Jagow told me that this was be- 
cause of the trouble made among 
Russian prisoners by the visits of 
Madame Sazanoff, but this had noth- 
ing to do with the arrangement be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany. 

I think that the Germans suspected 
that I had learned from fellow pris- 
oners of the cruel and unnecessary 
shooting of two Irish prisoners at 
Limburg. It was not from prisoners, 
however, that I obtained this infor- 
mation, but from Germans who wrote 
to me. ; 


In addition to the English and 
Japanese, I had the protection of the 
Serivan and Rumanian subjects and 
the protection of the interests of a 
very small country, the Republic of 
San Marino. Soon after the Servians 
and Rumanians appeared in the pris- 
on camps of Germany we made re- 
ports on the condition and treatment 
of these prisoners, as well as reports 
concerning the British. 


I was able to converse with some 
Servians in -the first days of the war 
in their native tongue, which curious,- 
ly enough, ‘was Spanish. Immediately 
after the persecution of the Jews in 
Spain by Ferdinand and. Isabella and 
other Kings, a number of Spanish 
Jews emigrtaed to Servia, where they 
have remained ever since, keeping 
their old customs and speaking the 
old Spanish of the time of Cervantes, 

The German authorities, in the 
most petty manner often concealed 
from me the presence of British pris- 
oners, especially civilians, in prison 
camps. For a long time I was not 
informed of the presence of British 


, civilians in Sennelager,’ and it was 


only by paying surprise visit by motor 
to the carp at Brandenburg that I 
discovered a few British, the crew of 
a trawler, there. It was on informa- 
tion contained in an anonymous let- 
ter, evidently from the wife of some 
German officer, that I visited Bran- 
denburg, where the crew of this 
trawler, deprived of money, were 
without any of the little comforts or 
packages that mitigate life in a Ger- 
man prison camp.

FOOD KITS §=©FOR. PRISONERS 


Americans Captured by Germans to 
¢ Be Allowed Gifts. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Bach 
American prisoner of war held in 
Germany will receive every two 
weeks, through the American Red 
Cross in Switzerland, three ‘food 
kits," containing from nine to ten 
pounds each. The food division of 
the Surgeon-General's office has pre- 
scribed a table of food for each “kit,” 
so that sufficient nutriment may _be 
sent to take care of a prisoner until 
the next package arrives.

Twenty-five members of the Mis- 
souri Press Association, fh session to- 
day at the American Annex, who 
were interviewed by Post-Dispatch 


reporters, said there was widespread 
sentiment in their communities in op- 
position to United States Senators 
Stone and Reed because of their op- 
position to President Wilson and the. 
administration’s war program. 

The men interviewed were chosen 
at random among the crowd of ed- 
itors and included Democrats and 
Republicans, and came from widely 
separated sections of the State. 

Some of then’ expressed personal 
friendship for the Senators, and =wo 
or three said there was much senti- 
ment for them, but nearly all assert- 
ed the Senators were being severely 
criticised. One editor of a small news- 
paper said: “‘they should be. kicked 
into the discard for all time.’ An- 
other said they should be replaced 
by other men. Another said the peo- 
ple of his county wished that Sen- 
ators could be recalled. 

It developed from. the interviews 
that the editors believe sentiment 
in towns throughout the State is vary 
strongly against Stone and Reed, and 
that it is also against Stone in :he 
farming communities, but that 
among the farmers there is support 
of Reed in his fight on the food con- 
trol bill because of a belief that the 
farmer will not get as high a price 
for his products under Government 
regulation as he would get if there 
were no regulation. 

Blanton. Supports Movement. 

H. J. Blanton, editor of the Paris 
Appeal, who is president of the asso- 
ciation, is supporting a movement 
to submit to the editors at tomor- 
row’s meeting a resolution indorsing 
all the war aims of President Wil- 
son and the administration, speci- 
fying the’declaration of war, which 
Senator Stone opposed, and the con- 
scription act and the food control 
bill, which Senator Reed opposed. 

Blanton ag president will appoint 
a Committee on Resolutions, and 
has not stated whether he will pre- 
pare a resolution embodying his 
views. 

“I may prepare the resolution,” he 
said, “‘in order that the committee 
may have my views in the nature of 
suggestions. If I do not do that, I 
certainly shall tell the committee 
what I think should be included in 
the resolution. 

To Be Sent to President. 

“It is not the purpose to mention 
either Senator Stone or Senator Reed 
by name. I do not think that is 
necessary. A resolution indorsing 
the specific acts of the President will 
accomplish every purpose. I have 
not the slightest doubt that the res- 
olution will be adopted. I am sure I! 
know the sentiment of the members 
of the association. When adopted 
the resolution will be telegraphed to 
the President. 

“The country is behind the Presi- 
dent in the war, and the people have 
no sympathy with their representa- 
tives in Congress who refuse to up- 
hold the hands of the President in 
such a great crisis.’’ 

The membership of the association 
includes editors of Democratic, Re- 
publican and independent newspa- 
pers in every county in the State. 
Several of these are Postmasters, 
who have obtained their appoint- 
ments through the influence of one 
or both of the Senators. 

Editors Interviewed. 

Editors interviewed by Post-Dis- 
patch reporters as to ‘their personal 
views and the sentiment of their 
communities were: 

U. A. McBride, Warrensburg, Post- 
master and representing the War- 
rensburg Democrat—I am in perfect 
harmony with the President and the 
administration. As to Stone and 
Reed, I do not wish to be quoted. 

W. B. Stanley, Sedalia Democrat, 
Pettis County—A large number of 
the leading Democrats of Sedalia 
and Pettis County are against the at- 
titude of Stone and Reed. They are 
severely criticized. 

E. L. Purcell, Ulmo Jimplicute, 
Scott County: I am against the 
course of Reed and Stone and the 


people of Scott County do not indo.cs:™ 


them. 

R. 8S. Walton, Armstrong Herald, 
Howard County: The attitude of the 
people of Howard County is against 
Stone. Many men who always have 
been his supporters are severely 
criticising him. The farmers of tthe 
county seem to be with Reed in his 
opposition to the food control bill. 

A. L. Doyle, Shelby County Herald, 
Shelbyville: The attitude of the peo- 
ple in the towns of Shelby County is 
against Stone and Reed, but some of 
the rural districts, probably a major- 
ity, are with Reed in his opposition 
to the fgod contro! bill. The farmers 
are divided as to Stone. 

Walter Ridgway, Fayette/ Adver- 
tiser, Howard County: I believe the 
sentiment in Howard County is de- 
cidedly in favor of the President. 
The people are not at all pleased 
with Stone’s and Reed's attitude and 
I believe some action will be taken in 
Howard County condemning them. 
Already a movement has been start- 
ed for a meeting with that purpose 
in view.

H. S. Sturgis, Neosho Times, New- 
ton County: Personally I am very 
favorable to Stone, and I believe a 
majority of the people of the county 
favor him. Ihave heard severe crit- 
icism of Reed and some of Stone. 

Bernard Finn, Sarcoxie Record, 
Jasper County: I feel that Reed and 
Stone should be kicked into the dis- 
card for all time. I believe the sen- 
timent in Jasper County is against 
them. 'The only fellow I have heard 
favoring them is the same man who 
spoke in favor of the Kaiser. 

Carroll A. Wright, Oregon County 
Times-Leader, Koshkonong: I always 
have been a Reed and Stone man, 
but can’t exactly approve of all their 
ideas in opposing war meaeures.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.-—-Amer- 
ican troops in France are to be sup- 
‘plied fully with trained forces to de- 
liver gas and liquid fire attacks, ac- 
cording to army general orders made 
public today. ; 

The orders show that each army 


of three corps under the new organ- 
ization will have a special engineer 
regiment of one Colonel, one Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel and three Captains and 
38 enlisted men in the headquarters 
division, and six compaines with six 
officers and 250 men each, whose 
business it will be to handle the “gas 
and flame service.” 

In addition each army will have 
thousands of me nin supplemental 
engineer units to deal with other 
phases of modern fighting. There 
will be a mining service regiment of 
six special mining companies: a wa- 
ter supply service regiment of six 
companies, a general construction 
service regiment, an engineer supply 
service detachment of three compa- 
nies, three workshop companies and 
one service battalion; a battalion of 
topographical engineers to provide a 
surveying and printing service; a 
road service detachment with three 
road engineers’ companies and six 
service battalions of four companies 
each, 10 motor truck companies of 
31 trucks each and five wagon com- 
panies with 61 wagons each.

CANADIAN TELLS OF 


CONDITIONS AT FRONT 


Recruiting Officer Here Says 


German War Maehine Is. 
Breaking Down. 


Intimate details of the grim busi- 
ness of fighting in Europe as ob- 

srved by a fighting, man who won 
promotion from. the ranks to a cap- 
taincy “for conspicuous’ bravery’ 
were related at the City, Club at 
noon Tuesday by Capt. Charles 
Dolphin, in charge of the British 
recruiting office at 302 North Sixth 
street. In the first week this office 
was open, ending yesterday, 70 men 
were accepted for the British army. 

The absolute confidence of Capt. 
Dolphin that the allies have the up- 
per hand and are bound to win 
showed itself throughout his talk in 
frequent references to the battering 
down process now going on on the 
western front, which, he declared, 
is certain to so weaken the Germans 
that in the final grand push their 
lines will be overrun. 

“Today’s papers.” he said, ‘“‘state 
that the artillery is active again. 
That is not literally true. The artil- 
lery ia never inactive. What it 
means is that the big gun fire has 
increased in violence, presaging an- 
other of those great attacks which 
must continue to come at intervals 
just as certainly as the sun will rise 
again until the Germans are ground 
down. That grinding down is the 
ultimate object of all these attacks, 
for the allies do not expect to break 
through just yet.’’ 

An interesting coincidence in his 
lecture, which was illustrated by 
stereopticon slides, was the unex- 
pected demonstration of the sound 
of machine-gun fire by an attomatic 
riveter used in building construction 
across the street from the City Club 
at the time Capt. Dolphin was show- 
ing a picture of a demolished Ger- 
man machine gun and describing 
the manner of firing such guns. ., 

“That sound is exactly that of the 
machine gun!” he exclaimed. “I 
couldn’t ask for a more timely or 
better illustration—the same speed, 
the same volume of sound.” ..- —.. 

“Someone has thrown a monkey 
wrench into the cog wheels of Ger- 
man efficiency,’’ Capt. Dolphin ex- 
claimed at another time. ‘‘The mar- 
velous German war machine would 
be irresistible if it didn’t always 
brcak down at some point. There 
was the rush to Paris, then some- 
body fumbled at the Marne and 
they were hurled back to the Aisne. 
There have been times since when, 
if the commanders in certain sec- 
tions had dared to use initiative, as 
the situation arose, in disregard of 
orders from the high command, they 
could have broken and crumbled our 
lines. sg ! 

“In the summer of 1915 on. the 
sector where my own regiment was 
stationed a gas attack opened a gap 
five miles wide in our lines, through 
which the Germans could have 
poured, and behind us they would 
have found nothing to stop them but 
Belgian farmers. My own regiment 
nearby was spread out too thinly to 
hold a part of the line and the Ger- 
man artillery was able to send over 
15 shells to our one. We were hold- 
ing the line.almost entirely by rifle 
fire, and when we would telephone 
back to our artillery to answer the 
German bombardment they would 
reply: ‘Sorry, sir, but we haven’t 
the shells to retaliate. If they come 
‘over at you we will give them all we 
have and you will have to do the 
best you can.’ 

“Either because they were ignor- 
ant of our desperate situation or 
were afraid of a surprise, they did 
not push an offensive against us. As 
a matter of fact, our scattered ar- 
tillery did not have on the average 
more than 12 shells a day to the gun 
and we had to use them judiciously 
to try to make the enemy think we 
had more.” 

To contrast the British supply of 
guns and shells with the scarcity in 
those early days of the war, Capt. 
Dolphin declared that at the time he 
was wounded and invalided home a 
few months ago the British gun con- 
centration was so great that it was 
possible in a single moment to drop 
6000 shells of all calibers on a given 
point in the German lines. 

The supply of shells was so great, 
he said, that the roads were choked 
with trucks’ bringing: them up and 
the reserve at the end of a groat of- 
fensive was greater than at the be- 
ginning.::-::::-° ‘ sts 

“All along the front,” he contin- 
ued, “we are now able to send over 
three to five shells for every one the 
German fire.”’ 

He showed a picture of color bear- 
ers depositing regimental colors in a 
French cathedral. 

“The day of the battle-scarred flug 
is over,”’ he explained. ‘In this war 
the flag never goes to the front. To 
put it there would be to invite such 
a rain of shells as man never en- 
countered. They, put the standards 
away for safekeeping until the regi- 
mehts are ready to go home.” 

A picture of the havoc done by the 
explosion of a British shell in a Ger- 
man trench revealed a dead machine 
gunner beside his demolished gun. A 
light chain ran from apiece of the 
gun to the body. Capt. Dolphin de- 
clared that he had examined this 
chain and found ft attached to a 
steel band around the gunner’s wrist. 
He never learned, he said, whether 
the gunner was chained to the gun 
to keep him from running away or 
merely to keep him from getting lost 
from his gun in the smoke and con- 
fusion of battle. 

He told of an instance of the 
treachery of German prisoners and 
the iron manner in which 'the “3ritish 
met it.

GET ALL THE MILK FACTS. 


Certain things stand out from the evidence so 
far produced at meetings between the milk pro- 
ducers and dealers, 

The producers, while obdurate in their deter- 
mination to get $3.50 a hundred for their product, 
have given figures that in some measure uphold 
their contention that they cannot make money at 
the prices they now receive. 

The distributors, on the other hand, have given 
no adequate explanation of the big increase over 
wholesale cost, which they exact from the con- 
4gumers. The public wants to know precisely why 
the producer should be satisfied with 5 cents a 
quart, for ajl his trouble and labor and risk in 
keeping cows, milking and delivering at the re- 
ceiving stations, while the distributors mulct 


the producer gets—making a total cost to con- 
sumers of 11 cents for every quart. 

Neither during the strike last year nor at any 
other time have the managers of the city dairies 
produced facts and figures to prove that they are 
not charging exorbitant prices for distribution. 
They ought to be compelled to show their books 
if they expect further to increase prices to the con- 
sumers. : 

But the producers appear to be unreasonable in 
their demand for $3.50 a hundred pounds. In 
March, 1916, at a meeting at the Laclede Hotel, 
their organization fixed $1.50 a hundred for the 
summer months. In the fall they increased it to 
$1.85 a hundred, which was the figure for the 
winter 1916-1917. The war was on then, and the 
cost of feed was high. 

Two ‘producers, P. P. Lewis, president of the 
State Board of Agriculture, and G. S. Berry of 
Ashton, Ill., say that $2.80 a hundred would be 
a reasonable figure, even at existing high cost of 
feed stuff. They say that they can make a profit 
at this figure. 
‘ Public sympathy is bound to be with the pro- 
ducers, as long as the city dairymen refuse to 
produce books. Can the latter show it costs them 
more, in the way of investment, labor and other 
items of distribution, than it costs the producer? 
These producers, of whom there are 5000 in the 
Illinois and Missouri territory that supplies St. 
Louis with its 32,500 gallons a day, surely have a 
larger investment and annual expense, in lands, 
cattle, feed and labor, than the city dairies have 
in their plants, equipment and labor. However, 
all of this should be brought out in a thorough in- 
vestigation by the Aldermen or other authority, 
perhaps with assistance from the Government’s 
Food Administrator. Attorney-General McAllister 
did valuable work in bringing out facts as to coal 
extortions. 

The proposed increase in the price of milk from 
8 cents last year to 15 cents this year, means a 
total of $9100 a day, or $3,321,500 a year, or 87 1-2 
per cent, over existing prices. This is exorbitant 
and suggests that it would never have been 
thought of but for the fact that both producers 
and distributors are in close combines and expect 
to force the consumer to bear the burden. 

It is a situation that calls for Government 
action. A vital element in the food of the city is 
the bone of contention, and the little children, 
who will suffer and die if milk prices become pro- 
hibitive, must be protected. 
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A START AT JEFFERSON OITY. 


Gov Gardner has as yet demanded no resigna- 
tions from beneficiaries of the philanthropic sys- 
tem under which State coal was peddled out at 


employes. A start on an inquiry has, however, 
been made by the grand jury. 

Did this privileged system of coal supply con- 
tinue, as is reported, for several years prior to 
the past year? Were the beneficiaries in each 
year practically the same? Were any of the 
officials buying coal in any ofe year in a posi- 
tion to know that the money they paid in former 
years had not been turned into the State Treas- 
ury? 

Have the same standards that controlled in 
these coal purchases controlled in other trans- 
actions at the capital? How much could John W. 
Scott tell about other {rregularities. 

In these coal purchases, in the conduct of the 
prison during the past year and in former years, 
and in other matters at Jefferson City, the grand 
jury can find an opportunity for a work lasting 
many weeks. 

A grand jury that would go about the inquiry 
with the industry and thoroughness shown by 
the grand jury that investigated irregularities and 
lawlessness in East St. Louis after the late riots 
could perform a task of inestimable benefit to 
Missouri. 
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BOOTLEGGING BY AIRPLANE. 


If t came from any other prohibition State 
but Oklahoma that story about airplane bootleg- 
gers would scarcely be credible. A long experi- 
ence, however, with stories of strange happenings 
in Oklahoma does not warrant one in rejecting it 
merely because it is improbable. 

As the tale runs, the airplane hovered mysteri- 
ously over a darksome field until two autos ap- 
peared, when it landed its cargo of booze. Just 
how anybody knows that it was booze is not clear, 
although it is not impossible that certain Oklaho- 
mans have developed a sixth sense in these mat- 
ters. At any rate, the motor cars are said to have 
whirled away with the prize while the airplane 
soared again to get a fresh consignment over in 
rum-soaked Missouri. 

He would be cantankerous, indeed, who stopped 
to figure out that such a scheme is commercially 
impracticable; that it would take a good many 
gallons of whisky, even at Oklahoma prices, to pay

a surreptitious liquor traffic. 

The point is that no one knows exactly how 
thirsty they are out in Oklahoma. 
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COMING DAY OF RECKONING. 

Plans to adjourn Congress next month are not 
likely to be delayed by time-consuming obstruc- 
tionist policies in which Missouri's Senators will 
have a part. The latest news from Audraih County 
ought to indicate to Messrs. Reed and Stone that 
the revolt against them in their constituency is 
rapidly getting beyond the control of their high- 
ly induéstrious lieutenants back home. 

For Audrain has followed Callaway in ex- 
pressing its unqualified approval of the national 
| administration’s war policies, In Audrain, as in 
Callaway, it was with difficulty that specific con- 
demnation of Stone’s and Reed’s opposition to 
those policies was forestalled. 

An incident shows the temper of the meeting at: 
Mexico. When Gov. Gardner announced that, in 
supporting the President, Missouri would leave 
no “stone unturned,” the crowd laughed and a 
wag added: ‘Nor any reed unbroken.” 

Both Audrain and Callaway, as well as Dunklin, | 
wherein a mass meeting to condemn the Senators 
was postponed only upon Stone’s urgent appeal, 
are Democratic strongholds. They can be relied 
upon:-for party regularity if any sections of the 
State can. Nor can it be said that they are 
unduly influenced by te metropolitan press, 
which the senior Senator blames for all his 
troubles. 

Unrest in these sections is not calculated to war- 
rant either of these shrewd politicians in dally- 
ing longer at Washington than is necessary. 
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THE SOLDIER AND THE BACK DOOR. 

In the case of Private W. E. Satterfield, who re- 
sisted with force an attempt to compel him to use 
the back door at the Hotel Jefferson and was 
taken into custody by the police, Judge Hogan 
laid down this principle: 

A man who is good enough to fight Yor his 
country is good enough to go in at any door. 
Does anybody dissent? It is not enough to as- 


sert the principle. Self-respect demands its en- 
forcement. 
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GETTING GOOD AND READY. 

Not all the statistical reasoning of the military 
experts so completely demonstrates the existing 
man-power superiority of the allies on the west- 
ern front as the news that our own soldiers are 
not to be hurried to the trenches. Plainly no 
emergency exists in which more'men must be 
had at any cost. 

The delay may be a little trying on hair-trigger 
American nerves. We are a direct-action people, 
and when we have a difficult job on hands we 
like to be up and at it at the earliest possible 
moment. At the same time, there is something 
reassuring in this program of grim, patient rep- 
aration. It means that we are to be spared the 
unnecessary sacrifices that all the belligerents en- 
dured in the first months of the war. 

More than that, it means that when our boys 
do go in they will have reached the stage of 
maximum efficiency. The day.that sees them 
move into their assigned places will all the more

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GERMANY’S POPULAR DIPLOMATS. 
The diplomatic representatives of a country at 
war have a difficult position at neutral capitals. 
‘While they are always under suspicion of plan- 
ning moves and plotting intrigues in aid of their 
Governments, biography tells of many such rep- 
resentatives who proved in legitimate ways to be 
valuable assets to their people and at the same 
time commanded, by engaging personalities, the 
respect of their enemies and a genuine affection 
from others. 

But if Germany has any such diplomatic assets, 
their names are so far unknown. The United 
States, Scandinavia, the Latin-American coun- 
tries, all have the same story to tell of duplicity, 
betrayal of confidence and impudent interference 
in domestic affairs. In China Germany’s repre- 
sentatives brought on a monarchical uprising. In 
Spain they have maneuvered for the control of the 
political activities of the country. Always the 
exaggerated craftiness they attempt to exemplify 
fails in its purpose. They are a reminder in 
diplomacy of the ultra-mysterious but clumsy 
would-be Sherlock Holmeses in police detection. 
How popular and influential German diplomacy 
is the world around can be judged by the Argen- 
tine riots against Count Luxburg, author of the 
treacherous ‘“‘spurious versenkt” note. Argentine 
is by no means the only country whose outraged 
people would like a chance to mob a German 
diplomat. Only a sense of what is due to law 
and order has prevented a similar pointed expres- 
sion of popular indignation in other capitals. 
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A reasonable profit with the profiteers appears 
to be all you can find a reason for getting—and 
all you can if you can’t find a reason. 
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A WAR MEMORIAL ROAD. 

The proposed war memorial road, stretching for 
400 miles from the Flanders coast to Alsace, and 
retaining on either side, as souvenirs, the ruins of 
the devastated towns and villages, would be such |' 
a continuing reminder of the great world war 
that it would help to make peace permanent. 
“The source of all error in life is failure of 
memory. It is a duty to forget nothing,” said 
Weininger, a keen German ‘writer. And, with 
regard to war, even the most cruel and devastat- 
ing, memory needs all the aid possible to enable 
it to profit by the past. A new generation arises 
which has felt none of the horrors of a war. 
Reading about them is little more than a recre- 
ation. Something tangible and visible would help 
to transfer from the memory of the fathers to 
that of the sons something of — those fathers 
endured.

whole year before breaking. Ap- 
parently that is achieving the height 
of useless effort, but Prof. J. Dewar 
of London expects to prove a good 
many things by this curlous method. 
In a recent address before the Royal 
Institution he exhibited a number of 
small soap bubbles that were 12 
months old. He also showed bubbles 
more than half a yard in diameter 
which had grown to the hoary age of 
6 months. These bubbles were con- 
fined in glass containers that had 
been pumped free of air, thus creat- 
ing a vacuum for the bubbles to 
rest in. ‘ 

Prof, Dewar said that it was neces- 


applied little tubes to the bottom 
of the bubbles, much like a soda wa- 
ter straw, and drew the water off. 
As a task for patience this is rec- 
ommended to ther tmpatient. 

The remarkable soap bubbles of 
this educator are preserved in glass 
vessels having a little water tn the 
bottom. The temperature of those 
vessels is maintained at about 50 de- 
grées Fahrenheit. Several years 
were taken up by Prof. Dewar in 
finding out all about the soap bub- 
ble, and he is now working on a plan 
connecting them with atmospheric
